Federal  Hie  action  of  the  Federal    Radio   Commission 

Radio  in  its  curtailment  of  radio  facilities  of   station 

Commission  WLWL  demands  the  attention,  not  only  of 
every  fair-minded  American  generally,  but  of  every 
Catholic  College  man   in   particular. 

Tin-  l'aulist  bathers,  at  the  suggestion  of  I  lis  Eminence, 
Patrick  Cardinal  I  laves,  established  the  radio  station 
WLWL  which  is  the  only  Catholic  broadcasting  outlet 
east  of  the  Mississippi.  Since  the  dedication  of  the  Station 
in  1925  it  has  been  broadcasting  the  truth  and  the  princi- 
ples of  the  Catholic  Faith  with  vigor,  persistence,  per- 
suasiveness and  exceptional  success. 

'I'he  federal  Radio  Commission  by  placing  restrictions 
upon  and  cutting  the  hours  of  the  Station  caused  the 
Very  Rev.  John  B.  I  lame) ,  Superior  General  ol  tin-  l'aulist 
bathers  to  appear  recently  before  the  Senate  Interstate 
Commerce  Committee  and  offer  an  amendment  to  the 
Communications  Commission  bill  which  is  aiming  to 
unify  the  radio,  telephone  and  telegraph  systems  ol  the 
country.  Once  unlimited,  the  time  ol  Hi.  station  on  the 
air  has  been  cut   down  to  ;i  miminuim  ol   fifteen  and  one

half  hours  a  week.  The  purpose  of  the  amendment  is  to 
secure  justice  for  those  stations  which  have  dedicated 
themselves  to  the  cause  of  education,  religion,  social 
service  and  other  worthy  fields  of  endeavor,  and  to  prevent 
the  gradual  monopolization  of  the  radio-broadcasting 
facilities  of  the  country  by  interests  whose  chief  aim  is 
profit. 

Station  WLWL  has  asked  for  the  interest  of  college  men 
in  their  just  cause.  A  letter  to  your  Senator  and  Congress- 
man urging  their  support  of  the  amendment  is  suggested 
as  a  practical  way  to  save  radio  station  WLWL.

in  a  manner  pleasing  to  Catholics.

and  his  friend,  the  scientist  of  the  Froude  family.

TN  speaking  of  our  library,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  note  the 
increased  use  made  of  it  by  the  student  body  during 
the  past  two  years.  And  this  present  year  promises  to 
better  even  last  year's  record.  This  is  a  most  gratifying 
proof  of  our  library's  service  because  it  marks  a  natural 
growth.  No  special  efforts  have  been  made  to  increase 
the  use  of  the  library  by  the  students.  The  initiative 
has  come  from  themselves. 
Gradually  the  student  body 
is  coming  to  realize  that 
the  use  of  their  library  ought 
to  form  an  integral  part 
in  their  college  education. 
And  so,  little  by  little 
our  library,  beautiful  in 
structure  and  rich  in  equip- 
ment, is  fulfilling  its  purpose 
and  growing  into  Boston 
College  traditions. 

The  eighty-eight  page 
booklet  descriptive  of  the 
library  which  was  brought 
out  during  Commencement 
Week  last  year  did  much  to 
make  known  to  a  wider 
public  the  beauty  of  our 
library  building,  the  unique 
plan  of  our  colored  windows, 
our  valuable  oil  paintings 
and  above  all  else,  our  chief 
riches,  our  book  collections.

Various  subdivisions  of  these  main  classes  are  provided

The  Library  of  Congress 
system  of  classification  and 
cataloging  was  chosen  be- 
cause with  it,  and  by  use 
nt  printed  catalog  cards, 
we  hoped  to  classify  and 
catalog  our  books  more 
quickly  and  economically 
and  with  better  results  than 
by  any  other  available 
method.  Nor  have  we  been 
disappointed  in  this  hope, 
though  we  have  to  admit 
that  the  sv  stem  leav  es  very 
mui  h  tn  be  desired  in  the 
classification  of  many  Cath- 
olic works.  But  this  same 
difficulty  exists  in  other 
classification  systems  in 
common  use.  The  onl)  hope 
of  a  practically  helpful  solu- 
tion i't  this  big  difficult) 
lies  in  the  completion  ot  a 
i  at  alt  ig   i  't    Cai  In  'lie   works 

sponsored  by  the  Catholic 
1  .ibrarv  Association.  Wo:  k 
.in  this  catalog  has  been  carried  on  for  some  years  now 
b)  a  committee  of  this  association  and  considerable 
progress  has  been  made.  It  will  probablv  be  completed 
this  v  ear. 

In  1932  the  librar)  published  a  catalog  ot  "Books, 
Manuscripts,  etc.  in  tin  Caribbeana  Section  (specializing 
in  famaicana)  ol  thi  Nicholas  M.  Williams  Ethnological 
t  ollection."  This  catalog  contains  133  pages  and  lists 
i  '    t    items   (since   increased    to    2,000).    hive    hundred 

■  ipil   .  ot  thi',  catalog  were  printed  and  sent   to  well  know  n 
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libraries  and  interested  scholars  throughout  the  world. 
Very  many  laudatory  replies  were  received  in  answer. 
In  due  time,  the  library  plans  to  issue  like  catalogs  for 
the  other  sections  of  this  Ethnological  Collection,  notably 
the  "Africana"  (5,000  items)  and  the  "Judaica"  (2,000 
items).  Owing  to  the  untiring  energy  of  Father  Joseph  J. 
Williams,  S.  J.,  and  the  gratifying  success  which  has  at- 
tended his  scholarly  publications,  "Hebrewisms  of  West 
Africa";  "Whence  the  Black  Irish  in  Jamaica";  and 
"Voodoos  and  Obeahs,"  the  Boston  College  library  has 
won  favorable  recognition  from  several  famous  libraries 
and  outstanding  scholars  in  Europe  and  Africa  as  well 
as  in  our  own  country.  It  is  the  only  library  in  the  western 
hemisphere  listed  for  its  Africana  Collection  by  the  Inter- 
national Institute  of  African  Languages  and  Cultures. 

The  college  library  of  today  aims  at  being  a  treasure 
house  for  the  literature  and  history  of  the  world.  It  ought 
then,  if  true  to  its  ideal,  give  a  place  ot  honor  to  the  litera- 
ture of  "the  land  of  memories  and  of  history."  This 
thought,  accentuated  by  the  fact  that  Boston  College  is 
in  a  notable  Irish  Catholic  locality,  naturally  suggests 
featuring  the  Irish  section,  numbering  some  two  thousand 
volumes.  In  this  collection  are  many  of  the  very  rare 
and  much  desired  volumes  and  pamphlets  of  Irish  history, 
ancient  and  modern,  of  antiquities  and  architecture. 
More  than  once,  scholarly  investigators  have  found  here 
volumes  that  they  have  searched  for  in  vain  in  other 
large  libraries.  Surely,  there  is  a  wealth  of  Irish  history 
and  proof  abundant  of  the  high  standard  of  Irish  scholar- 
ship treasured  up  in  such  sets  as:  "The  Irish  Text  So- 
ciety";' "The  Irish  Archaeological  Society";  "Transac- 
tions of  the  Royal  Irish  Academy";  "Ordinance  Survey 
Letters"  (O'Donovan);  "National  Manuscripts  of  Ire- 
land" (O'Donovan);  "Annals  of  the  Four  Masters,"  etc. 
A  catalog  of  this  section  will  be  issued  in  due  time. 

For  the  past  two  years,  the  library  has  been  working  on 
a  catalog  of  all  its  Jesuitica  with  the  intention  of  publish- 
ing it  in  printed  form.  Up  to  the  present,  considerably 
more  than  three  thousand  items  have  been  listed,  and 
there  is  yet  much  to  be  done.  Of  course,  it  is  no  more  than 
a  dream,  and  a  toolish  one  at  that,  for  any  single  library 
to  ambition  a  complete  Jesuitica  collection.  But  that 
fact  ought  not  to  deter  the  librarian  of  any  Jesuit  college 
from  gathering  as  rich  a  collection  as  he  may  of. these 
items.  This  has  been,  and  please  God,  will  continue  to  be, 
the  policy  of  Boston  College  Library.  Many  Jesuit 
treasures  have  been  acquired,  of  which  any  library,  might 
be  proud. 

Nothing  delights  the  heart  of  a  librarian  more  than  to 
speak  at  length  of  the  book  treasures  committed  to  his 
care.  However,  in  this  instance,  such  ardent  enthusiasm 
must  yield  to  the  cold  facts  of  time  and  space,  as  well  as 
to  the  reader's  patience.  But  a  whole-hearted  invitation 
is  ever  open  to  visit  Boston  College  Library  and  to  wander 
among  its  realms  of  gold.

The 
successful  candidates  will  be  sworn  in  before  a  Justice 
of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  Boston  on  \pril  23. 
Since  only  thirty-four  per  cent  of  the  whole  group  examined 
were  passed  by  the  Board  of  Bar  Examiners  the  record  of 
the  Boston  College  men  with  two  out  of  every  three  men 
qualifying  is  about  twice  as  good  as  the  average.  The 
list  of  new  attorneys  is  as  follows:

FACULTY  MEETING  AT  UNIVERSITY  CLUB 

The  annual  meeting  and  dinner  of  the  faculty  of  the  Law 
School  was  held  at  the  University  Club  on  Thursday 
evening,  March  22,  1934.  Very  Reverend  Louis  J. 
Gallagher,  S.  J.,  President  of  Boston  College,  was  host 
upon  this  occasion  and  in  addition  to  the  faculty  there 
were  present  the  Directors  of  the  law  clubs. 

Father  Gallagher  complimented  the  faculty  on  the 
attainments  made  during  the  year.  "It  is,"  he  said, 
"most  commendable  that  the  enrollment  increased  ten 
per  cent  oxer  last  year,  resulting  in  an  enrollment  of  258 
students.  The  need  of  the  Law  School  as  a  professional 
si  hool  tor  the  benefit  of  college  men  is  emphasized  by  the 
tact  that  41  universities  anil  colleges  are  represented  in 
the  student  body,  the  total  number  of  college  graduates 
being  70'  ,  of  the  enrollment.  Boston  College  with  67 
students  heads  the  list  of  these  schools,  followed  by  the 
Junior  College  of  24  students;  Holy  Cross,  IS;  Harvard, 
13;  Boston  University,  12;  Providence  College,  Hi; 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  S;  Dartmouth 
College,  3;    TuftS  College,  3;    and  all  others  one  or  two." 

The  record  of  graduates  of  the  law  school  was  also 
reviewed  by  Father  Gallagher.  "In  the  last  bar  examina- 
tion," he  said,  "24  students  of  the  Boston  College  Law 
School  were  examined  and  W>  qualified,  an  average  ol 
66§(  J .  The  record  of  the  evening  students  is  particularly 
commendable,  since  ou(  "t  tin-  first  class  to  graduate  last 
June  all  but  two  members  have  been  admitted  to  the 
practice  of  law,  the  successful  percentage  of  this  class 
being  86.6%.  Out  of  61  graduates  of  the  I  ,aw  School  who 
reside  in  Massachusetts,  41  alread)  have  been  admitted 
to  practice."

The   Physics 
Department 

HPHE  Boston  College  alumni  whose  classes  antedate 
the  opening  of  the  Boston  College  of  the  present, 
naturally,  are  wont  to  reflect  on  the  comparatively  en- 
larged facilities  at  the  Heights  which  are,  of  course, 
synonymous  with  progress  in  methods  and,  too,  the 
numerical  growth  in  the  student  body. 

Alumnus  believes  that  a  resume  of  the  Physics  Depart- 
ment at  the  College  will  prove  of  interest  to  our  fellow 
alumni.  The  Reverend  John  A.  Tobin,  S.  J.,  who  pre- 
sides over  this  Department  kindly  co-operated  with  the 
editor  in  his  inspection  of  the  sections  devoted  to  the 
various  courses  and,  too,  has  advised  him  regarding  their 
arrangement  and  the  assignments  of  the  students  thereto. 

The  Department  of  Physics  is  located  on  the  second  floor 
of  our  Science  Building  which,  envisioned  for  years  by 
the  devoted  Jesuit  Fathers,  became,  at  a  cost  of,  approxi- 
mately, one  million  dollars,  an  actuality  through  their 
intense  efforts  and  the  financial  assistance  of  the  alumni 
and  friends  of  Boston  College.  On  the  West  side  is  the 
spacious  Electricity  Laboratory  which  adequately  accom- 
modates eighty  students, — connected  directly  is  the  Radio 
Laboratory  and  the  Amateur  Station  WIPR.  On  the 
North  side  is  the  Mechanics  and  Heat  Laboratory  so 
arranged  as  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  same  number 
in  course.  On  the  East  side  is  the  Physics  Office,  Stock 
and  Photographic  Rooms,  respectively.  On  the  South 
side  is  the  Photometry  Laboratory,  the  Spectroscopic 
Laboratory  and  two  small  lecture  rooms  for  section  meet- 
ings. The  main  lecture  hall,  which  extends  two  stories 
high  with  entrance  from  first  floor,  is  equipped  with 
automatic  light-proof  curtains,  moving  picture  booth  and 
a  control  board  for  electricity  experiments;  adjacent  to 
this  room  is  a  spacious  preparation  annex  in  which  ma- 
terial for  demonstration  purposes  is  assembled  on  tables 
which  may  be  moved  on  tracks  to  the  lecture  room.  It 
is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  physical  apparatus  contained 
in  cases  in  the  lecture  room  and  laboratories  has  a  value 
of  forty  thousand  dollars. 

The  aforementioned  space  and  equipment  are  essential 
to  an  efficient  administration  of  the  Physics  Department 
in  which  there  are  five  courses  as  required  for  the  Bachelor 
of  Science  schedule;  the  total  enrollment  being  four  hun- 
dred students.  Freshman  course  comprises  Mechanics, 
Heat  and  Sound;  Sophomore,  Light  and  Electricity; 
Juniors  apply  their  two  years  of  Calculus  to  the  advanced 
courses  in  Mechanics  and  Thermodynamics  after  which, 
as  Seniors,  they  follow  the  higher  courses  in  Alternating 
Currents  and  Optics.  For  graduates  who  aspire  to  Master 
of  Science  degree,  there  is  a  fifth  year  course  in  Electronics 
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under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  F.  Malcolm  Gager,  M.  S., 
who  came  to  Boston  College  from  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology.  All  Bachelor  of  Science  candi- 
dates who  intend  to  pursue  graduate  study  take  extra 
courses  in  Differential  Equations  in  Junior  and  Vector 
Analysis  in  Senior  as  special  preparation  in  addition  to 
the  regular  class  courses.  Sophomores  who  aspire  to  a 
Bachelor  of  Philosophy  degree  and  Juniors  who  are  pur- 
suing studies  for  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  are  required 
to  enroll  in  the  Arts  course.  On  every  Saturday  morning, 
the  staff  and  the  facilities  of  the  Physics  Department  are 
engaged  for  the  courses  assigned  to  the  Graduate  and 
Extension  Schools. 

The  faculty  of  this  Department  consists  of  four  Assistant 
Professors  and  eight  assistants  in  the  Laboratory.  Thus, 
it  is  evident  that,  with  eighty  students  participating  in 
laboratory  work  at  assigned  periods,  there  is  one  assistant 
for  every  ten  students,  which  condition  obviously  permits 
of  intimate  supervision  and  instruction. 

The  Department  of  Physics  constitutes  a  veritable  school 
in  itself.  Doubtless,  our  alumni  will  realize  the  tremendous 
expenditure  of  effort  and  time  which  the  faculty  so  gener- 
ously and  devotedly  gives  to  the  preparation  of  lecture 
table  experiments  and  the  laboratory  apparatus  and  also 
to  the  records  of  grades  in  examinations  and  the  data  of 
laboratory  experiments  of  four  hundred  students. 

The  scope  and  the  development  of  our  present  Physics 
Department  from  its  modest  state  of  another  generation 
were  a  revelation  to  the  editor.  All  honor  to  the  days  of 
yesteryear  on  James  Street  with  its  glorious  record  of 
achievement,  under  none  too  favorable  conditions,  in 
its  excellent  education  of  its  many  alumni  in  the  Arts  and 
Sciences. 

All  hail  to  the  new  Boston  College,  to  our  fellow  Alumni 
of  which,  we  suggest  a  visit  to  the  Science  Building  at  the 
Heights.  We  are  sure  they  would  be  impressed  forcibly 
with  the  remarkable  changes  both  in  growth  as  to  num- 
bers and  to  the  space  and  equipment  facilities  available 
in  the  Department  of  Physics.
